New Order Will be a Boon to the 


Farmer and Small Dealer, as Fruit 
Crates Gome/ Within the 
Limits 


Specified. 


The recent order of the postmaster 


general increasing the size limit of 
packages for parcel post shipment 
from 72 to 84 inches combined length 
and girth wil make the shipping f aci- 
aties between the farmer and the mer- 
chant and people of Clearfield much 
better and is expected thta this par- 
ticular class of traffic will take on 
great proportions this summer. 


The new order allows among other 


things, the shipment of a cl-ate of the 
kind used to pack fruit. 
This will 


permit the transportation of crates of 
fntit between the neighboring fanners 
and their customers ih Clearfield and 
the nearby towns. 


There Is much fruit of 
vairous 


kinds raised on the farms of Clear- 
field county which will be shipped in 
crates. Peaches en be shipped 19 the' 
regular baskets and will arrive at 
their destination as fast as mail call 
carry them. 


As soon as the fanners of Clear- 


field county become acquainted with 
the provision of this new orders and 
the possibilities Vhich are offered by 
xitilizing it Postmaster Barclay ex- 
pects a great increase in the volume 
of the parcel post business passing 
through the Clearfield office. 


In measuring a parcel to determine 


whether it is within the limit of size, 
the maxium of 84 inches means the 
length, or greatest distance in a 
straight line, between the ends, added 
to the girth or circumference around 
its thickest part. The limit of weight 
is the same as formerly, not exceed- 
ing 50 pounds in weight when mailed 
for delivery within the first or sec- 
ond zones or 20 pounds when maile-1 
for delivery within any of the other 
zones.

sary at all times, and it ii never so 
necessary as during warm months. 
In the winter iee is seldom

and the ice box needs little attention. 
During ijhe hot 
weather, 
however, 


almost all the edibles, must be kept 
in a cool 
spot and the ice' bo* is 


crowded with all sorts of 
things to 


eat. 


It is a very poor arrangement-to- 


put «11 -sorts of foods in 
one com- 


partment together. Cheese, 
milk, 


butter and eggs should occupy 
one 


shelf, meat,1 both raw and 
cooked, 


another, vegetables, fruits and pud- 
dings to be chilled, still 
another 


shelf. It is best to put the dairy pro- 
thicta in the top compartment with 
the ice, away from the other 
foods, 


for sometimes the odor of 
cheese,

foods

Seep Milk Covered 


Always keep milk and water cov- 


ered in the ice box. Uncovered milk 
gathers many germs 
and soon

Combines length and Girth 


May Be Shipped 


New Order Will be a Boon to the 


Farmer and Small Dealer, as Fruit 
Crates Gome/ Within the 
Limits 


Specified. 


The recent order of the postmaster 


general increasing the size limit of 
packages for parcel post shipment 
from 72 to 84 inches combined length 
and girth wil make the shipping f aci- 
aties between the farmer and the mer- 
chant and people of Clearfield much 
better and is expected thta this par- 
ticular class of traffic will take on 
great proportions this summer. 


The new order allows among other 


things, the shipment of a cl-ate of the 
kind used to pack fruit. 
This will 


permit the transportation of crates of 
fntit between the neighboring fanners 
and their customers ih Clearfield and 
the nearby towns. 


There Is much fruit of 
vairous 


kinds raised on the farms of Clear- 
field county which will be shipped in 
crates. Peaches en be shipped 19 the' 
regular baskets and will arrive at 
their destination as fast as mail call 
carry them. 


As soon as the fanners of Clear- 


field county become acquainted with 
the provision of this new orders and 
the possibilities Vhich are offered by 
xitilizing it Postmaster Barclay ex- 
pects a great increase in the volume 
of the parcel post business passing 
through the Clearfield office. 


In measuring a parcel to determine 


whether it is within the limit of size, 
the maxium of 84 inches means the 
length, or greatest distance in a 
straight line, between the ends, added 
to the girth or circumference around 
its thickest part. The limit of weight 
is the same as formerly, not exceed- 
ing 50 pounds in weight when mailed 
for delivery within the first or sec- 
ond zones or 20 pounds when maile-1 
for delivery within any of the other 
zones.
